He is Harold Witt, periodically 
actor, script-writer, producer, and 
director of Century Films. Movie- 
making has been the hobby of this 
17-year-old jaysee freshman since 
1937. 

At present Witt is working on 
two films, “Heart Trouble” and 
“Century Cavalcade’’. “Heart 
Trouble,” Witt’s first full length 
color film, is expected to be ready 
for release late in March. It is a 
comedy dealing with youth. “‘Cen- 
tury Cavaleade” depicts the his- 
tory of Century Films. 


SEVEN RELEASES 

Witt has already produced 
seven pictures: ‘Mexican Kid,” 
1937; “Escape,” 1937; “Ransom 
Note,” 1938; “Temptress,” 1938; 
“The Queen and the Commoner,” 
1938; “Skeezix,’’ 1939; and “Dan- 
gerous Road,” 1939. 

His movies have won several 
prizes. In 1938 “Temptress” won 
first prize in one of the four year- 
ly contests of the Orange County 
Hight Millimeter club. His ‘‘Queen 
and the Commoner” ranked second 
in another contest of the club held 
later in the same year. 
NATIONAL WINNER 

However the most celebrated 
production of Century Films to 
date is “‘Skeezix.” It won first prize 
in the Millimeter club’s first an- 
nual contest in 1939. It also won 
honorable mention in a national 
contest sponsored by Home Movies, 
amateur film magazine. Still-shots 
from ‘‘Skeezix’”’ also appeared in 


Pic magazine last year. 

Witt estimates that the average 
cost of each picture is about fifty 
dollars, He earns the money to 
produce his pictures by working as 
janitor in the Witt building after 
school. To date no fee has been 
charged at any of the exhibitions 
of his films; however he plans to 
charge a minor fee for “Heart 
Trouble” and ‘Century Caval-, 
cade.” 

SCREEN TESTS 

Jaysee students who have acted 
in Witt’s productions are Margie 
Fulenwider, Marjorie Couch, Steve 
Fountain, Betty Holmes, and Mar- 
jorie Randall. Three others who 
have successful passed their screen 
test and will appear soon are 
Stanley Pearson, Barbara Kreug- 
er, and Carolyn Wells. 

Most of the work is done dur- 
ing week ends at Witt’s home. The 
actual “shooting,’’ however, neces- 
sitates appropriate scenery; hence 
many times the company has 
trouped to some location. 
NOTHING WORTHWHILE 

Witt became interested in movie 
making indirectly. He says: “I 
took my first moving picture be- 
cause all my uncles had movie 
cameras but never took anything 
worthwhile; so I decided to try.” 

Today film production is more 
thun a mere hobby for Witt. He 
expects to make it his career. Af- 
ter graduation from jaysee he 
plans to enter the school of 
Cinematography at USC.
